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Critics say federal policy on student bankruptcy Ill-informed

While the federal government 
cracks down on the rising number of 
students who arc turning to bank- 
ruptcy as a last-ditch solution to their 
financial woes, critics say the real 
issues behind the bankruptcies are 
being ignored. 

Bill C-5» passed in the House 
of Commons on Oct. 23, changes 
federal laws so 

that students declaring bankruptcy 
within two years of completing or 
discontinuing their studies will no 
longer be released from paying back 
their student loan debt unless they 
successfully prove to the courts that 
special circumstances apply in their 
case. 

Svend Robinson, NDP critic 



for postsecondary education, cal Is the

appalling and cites massive federal 

spending cuts as a major factor in the 

increase of student bankruptcies. 

'*It*s [the government's bank- 
rupt policies, their massive cuts in 
federal transfer payments to the prov- 
inces for postsecondary education that 
have driven up tuition fees and in- 
creased the debt burden that students 
are facing," he said. 

"And instead of responding to 
those concerns by strengthening stu- 
dent aid, particularly a national grants 
plan, or by moving to create jobs, 
they're simply cracking down and 
punishing students. It's an appalling 
policy.'* 

Moriss Bodnar, Liberal MP 
for Saskatoon-Dundurn, the member 
who introduced 

the legislation, says the changes are 
meant to deter students from using 
bankruptcy as an easy way out of 
paying back their loans. 



"Our statistics show that 70 
percent of students who claim bank- 
ruptcy are doing so within the first 
two years of graduation. Under the 
student loans program, students have 
a six month moratorium on which 
they do not have to pay back their 
student loans. They may also have 
this period extended to a total of two 
years. They are claiming bankruptcy 
during a period when there is no 
financial pressure for them to do so." 

Bodnar also says the decision 
to make it a two-year period where 
bankruptcy will not discharge stu- 
dent loans is actually a compromise. 

"There were people who pre- 
sented to the [Bankruptcy and Insol- 
vency Advisory 

Committee that were pushing for five 
years or even more," he said. 

The committee, which di- 
rected the formation of C-5, repre- 
sented consumers, business, lenders, 
insolvency practitioners, and govern- 
ments. 



Trent students storm President's Office

Students at Trent University, 
in solidarity with striking teachers 
and in protest against the university 
administration, are occupying the 
president's office as a way to send a 
strong message to the administra- 
tion. 

The dozen students, who have 
been occupying the office of Leonard 
Conolly day and night since the morn- 
ing Nov. 26, say the administration 
has been using the strike to break the 
spirit of faculty by pitting students 
against them. 



"The faculty are defending a 
certain percentage of the budget to 
be allocated to protecting a quality 
undergraduate education. We sup- 
port that," said David Toews, a mem- 
ber of the Action Committee of Soli- 
darity for Students and Teachers, 
formed by students just prior to the 
beginning of the strike. 

"Our platform is to build 
bridges between students and teach- 
ers," he added. 

Bernard Hodgson, vice-presi- 
dent of the faculty association, says 
this latest student action is evidence 
of growing support for the striking 
teachers. 

"These students are in sup- 
port of our bargaining objectives. 
The circles arc growing and grow- 



ing," said Hodgson. 

The strike began Nov. 1 8 after 
faculty and the administration were 
unable to agree upon the number of 
professors the university is commit- 
ted to hiring over the next two years, 
the balancing of faculty salaries to the 
provincial average, and the amount 
of control the administration will have 
over the surplus in the faculty's pen- 
sion plan. 

But Kathleen Bains, spokes- 
person for the administration, says 
the students' 

occupation of the president's office is 
simply a tactic for a quick resolution 
to the strike rather than a condemna- 
tion of the administration's position.

Over its three year course, it 
heard from more than 100 private 
sector insolvency experts but virtu- 
ally no students. 

Brad Lavigne, national chair- 
person of the Canadian Federation of 
Students, says the government's 
changes reflect a lack of understand- 
ing as to why students are going bank- 
rupt. 

"By making it more difficult 
for students to claim bankruptcy, the 
federal government is forgetting the 
fundamental reasons why bankrupt- 
cies occur — unemployment, under- 
employment, and high debt," he said. 



Lavigne says there has been a 
significant increase in the amount of 
debt that post-secondary students in- 
cur. He says prior to 1 990, the debt 
load of the average student was 
$ 1 6,000. After that, the average debt 
load rose to over $24,000 per student. 

"The government hasn 't taken 
away the problem. It has only taken 
away the statistic," Lavigne said. 

Bill C-5 is currently between 
second and third reading in the Sen- 
ate and has been referred to a Senate 
Committee for further debate and 
revision. 



Class is out at Trent due 
to faculty strike

A faculty strike at Trent Uni- 
versity has closed the school down 
and left students wondering when 
they will get to return to class. 

Mediation talks between the 
university's faculty association and 
administrators broke off Nov. 18 
after both parties said negotiations 
were going nowhere, 

"Ninety hours of negotiations 
produced a document in which [the 
faculty association made several 
concessions as well as requesting 
several things," said faculty spokes- 
person John Hillman. "All of the con- 
cessions were accepted and none of 
the things we wanted were granted." 

"The administration was not 
ready to budge on any substantial 
issues," he said. 

But John Syrett, the universi- 
ty 's chief negotiator, says the admin- 
istration felt the faculty's demands 
were unreasonable. 

"We did not walk away from 
the negotiations, the mediator came 
and talked to 

us and we did not agree to what the 
faculty offered so the mediator left," 
he said. 

There are three major issues 
the parties have been unable to agree 
upon. They include the salary level of 
Trent faculty, the number of profes- 
sors the university is committed to 
hiring over the next two years, and 
the amount of control the administra- 
tion will have over the surplus in the 
faculty's pension plan, 

Trent faculty want their sala- 
ries to be brought in line with the 
average salary made by professors 
across Ontario, says Hillman. 

He says this "faculty parity" 
issue has been debated by professors 
and administrators for the last 15 
years and his association has argued 
that having a low- scale of faculty 
parity compared to other universities 
will result in Trent becoming a sec- 
ond-rate university. 

"What parity is about is mak- 
ing Trent salaries at the average. But 
there is 

no willingness on behalf of the ad- 
ministration to concede. They are 
willing to say, as far as public rela- 
tions goes, that it is important in 



principle, but they are not willing to 
commit contractually to it," said 
Hillman. 

The administration does not 
agree with a contractual commitment 
to parity, 

particularly in a time of funding cut- 
backs. 

"We think a parity formula 
does not make sense. Why tie your- 
self to a formula you don't need? For 
us to lock ourselves into a parity 
formula would be stupid, especially 
as [Premier Mike Harris and [Fi- 
nance Minister Ernie Eves continue 
cutting funding to postsecondary edu- 
cation," said Syrett. 

The university administration 
is offering the restoration of the pre- 
Social Contract salary scale, which 
froze salaries for three years, but the 
faculty want their salaries to be in- 
dexed according to the cost of living. 

Currently, full-time Trent pro- 
fessors can expect a salary ranging 
from $41,816 to $99,939. The ad- 
ministration says the average salary 
at Trent is 2 per cent above the aver- 
age of Ontario's 16 other universi- 
ties. 

But faculty say the Trent fig- 
ures are flawed because the average 
incorporates highly-paid departmen- 
tal chair's salaries, who are actually 
university administrators. They add 
that the seven unpaid days of work 
the faculty took as a result of the 
Social Contract have also not been 
considered as part of the equation, 
which means the faculty actually 
made less then the average. 

Hillman also says 23 profes- 
sors are now retiring and it is not 
enough that 

the university is willing to commit 
itself to only 1 1 new appointments 
during the next two years. 

"We have been losing staff at 
that kind of rate for sometime. We 
think that 

process has gone too far and it must 
stop," he said. 

Most students have been con- 
cerned about their classes and are 
remaining neutral and urging both 
sides to make peace, says Matt 
Gal linger, president of Trent's stu- 
dent council. 

"We support the right to strike 
and we are not opposed to the faculty 
who are striking. But we are urging 
both sides to take a look at student 
concerns. We are trying to get both 
sides back to the table," he said. 
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Ten Million Dollar Campaign Set to 
Move Laurentian into the Future 



Major support for scholarships 
and bursaries; a new Research Chair 
in the Humanities; an infusion to boost 
computerization. learning technology 
and telecommunications power; new 
initiatives in environmental rehabili- 
tation, mining-related research, fo- 
rensic evidence research, and a multi- 
disciplinary centre for Franco- 
Ontarian study. 

Armed with this highly-fo- 
cused needs list, Laurentian Univer- 
sity is poised to launch a five-year, 
$10 million fund-raising campaign. 
With the theme "Coming of Age: 
Building Laurentian," the campaign 
will give the University the financial 
leverage it needs to survive and thrive 
in times where the financial chal- 
lenges faced by students, research- 
ers, and educational institutions as a 
whole are staggering. 

"We've got to protect this 
University's ability to do two things: 
help students to come here and stay 
here with scholarships and bursaries; 
and make the research and learning 
relevant to today *s and tomorrow's 
economy with programs that enrich 
our linkages to the worlds of work ad 
scholarship," explains LU President 
Dr. Ross Paul. 

"This campaign has been two 
years in planning, and now both the 
team and the specific projects to be 
financed have come into place. The 
research and preparation phases in- 
cluded need analysis, market analy- 



sis, interviews, and other extensive 
groundwork aimed at identifying ap- 
propriate goals, potential donors and 
volunteers," adds Doug Los, Chair of 
LU*s Board of Governors. "This 
time, we wanted to do it right — so 
v/e ' ve taken real care to sound out the 
community here, and the Canadian 
business community, in order to have 
realistic, achievable goals," 

Brought on board in August, 
Campaign Director Ross Clark and 
Associate Liz Abbott are working 
with a staff team that includes Ad- 
vancement, Marketing and Commu- 
nications, and a growing volunteer 
team. Although the formal public 
campaign doesn't officially kick off 
until next autumn, the researching of 
prospects and cultivation of donors is 
well underway. The first active phase 
of the campaign involves the Univer- 
sity community and is set to launch 
on January 9. 

"To re-coin an old phrase, 
*The buck starts here!'," continues 
Doug Los. "And that starts with me 
and the Board; with the staff, faculty 
and students; our commitment as the 
Laurentian community will show the 
rest of the world that we're behind 
this campaign all the way and will set 
an example to outside donors." 

Participation, not dollar 
amounts, will be the key indicators of 
success in the Laurentian Commu- 
nity Campaign. "Our goal is full 
participation — getting everyone on 



board," explains Dave Pearson, LU 
Community Campaign spokesperson. 
"How much people give is not as 
important as how many people give. 
There are a lot of demands on all of 
us, but that small contribution that 
says — 'Yes, Laurentian is important! ' 
will make a big difference to the 
outside community when we ap- 
proach them." 

The campaign emphasizes 
fiexibility of giving (payroll deduc- 
tion, participation in special events, 
cash pledges, and other methods). 
All donors will be able to designate 
their gifts to specific items within the 
list of projects, or they can give gen- 
eral gifts to the Campaign. As an 
added incentive to give, the govern- 
ment of Ontario will match, on a 
dollar for dollar basis, all pledges 
made before March 31,1 997 to the 
Student Bursary component of the 
Campaign. These pledges must be 
honoured by March 31,1 999. 

The Laurentian Community 
Campaign Co-Chairs are: Joyce 
Gamett of the Library, Joscelyne 
Meilleur-Seguin of the Student Life 
office, and Dave Pearson of the Geol- 
ogy Department. Student and Feder- 
ated University representatives will 
be announces shortly. The Co-Chairs 
are actively recruiting volunteers who 
will solicit their peers in all depart- 
ments and units. Look for profiles of 
the Campaign team in upcoming is- 
sues of the Gaz^rf^. 



The Heart of African Kwanzaa

Spears scintillate in the tradi- 
tional ambiance of African tempera- 
ment, masks obscure the faces of 
warriors and African drums pulsate 
with every elapsing second. Kwanzaa 
has begun and African people are 
together once again. This is a time of 
commemoration and the hearts of all 
African people are consolidated. 
Kwanzaa signifies this virtuous be- 
ginning of unity and consonance 
through its unique seven day celebra- 
tion observed in December of each 
year. Much can be discerned from 
the celebration, and its principles 
serve to unite a diverse African- 
American/Canadian and Caribbean 
population through non-religious 
means. Kwanzaa has been acclimated 
from the annual agricultural festivals 
that represent an integral part of Af- 
rican tradition. The word Kwanzaa 
originates from the Swahili language 
and ensues from the phrase 
"mantunda ya kwanzaa", which in 
Swahili means "the first fruits of the 
harvest." 

Dr. Maulana Ron Karenga 
began 
Kwanzaa in 
1966 as a 
celebration 
specific to 
people of 
African de- 
scent in or- 
der to unify 
and reassert 
traditional 



values. It renders a time to provide 

reminder of seven principles, one for 

each of the seven days. In Swahili, 

these are: 

Umoja, or Unity 

Kujichagulia, or Self-determination 

Ujima, or Responsibility 

Ujamaa, or Co-operative economics 

Nia, or Purpose 

Kuumba, or Creativity 

Imani, or Faith 

Kwanzaa is meant to signify a 
non-materialistic holiday, with any 
gifts being endowed being hand- 
made, or celebrating an aspe^* of 
African-American/Canadian and 
Caribbean life. Children in public 
schools in some countries now learn 
about Kwanzaa as one of the most 
important celebrations of the Decem- 
ber holiday season. Some Unitarian 
Universalist churches celebrate 
Kwanzaa on the first Sunday after 
Christmas, ensuing a merriment and 
enticing program with storytelling, 
African musicians, African foods, 
African fashions, seminars, work- 
shops and dances. Its activities are 
family and community oriented, and 
"zawadi", or gifts of cultural signifi- 
cance, are exchanged during the fes- 
tival. 

The ideals of the holiday, col- 
lectively known as the "Nguzo Saba", 



are enshrined through a daily candle- 
lighting ceremony. On each of the 
seven days, a candle is lit, and the 
principles of the day are deliberated 
and discussed. Candles of disjunc- 
tive colours epitomize different mean- 
ings. Red candles signify the strug- 
gle of the African people, black can- 
dles represent the African people, 
and green candles insinuate hope. 
The candles are usually placed in a 
seven-armed candle holder, under- 
neath which a straw mat, symbolic of 
tradition, (a foundation on which to 
grow) is found. 

Fruit and vegetables are part 
of the celebration because they ex- 
emplify the products of a unified ef- 
fort. Children constitute an eminent 
part of Kwanzaa, and each ear of com 
represents a child. A feat of African 
foods concludes Kwanzaa, ensuing a 
sip from a communal cup of spar- 
kling wine. 

An estimated 20 million peo- 
ple of African descent celebrate 
Kwanzaa across the globe. An in- 
creasing number of cities are also 
beginning to sponsor Kwanzaa pro- 
grams and hopefully soon, Canada 
will embrace Kwanzaa for it is a time 
for reflection and pristine beginning, 
a time to reap the "fruits of the har- 
vest". 
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The date-rape drug 



Dubbed the date-rape, 
Rohypnol is a sedative ten times as 
strong as Valium. Known on the 
streets as roofies, ruffies, R-2, rib and 
rope, the drug is causing a stir in 
Canada. When crushed, it dissolves 
quickly, is odourless, colourless and 
tasteless. It has the potential to knock 
a person out, and wipe out memory. 

Rohypnol is not licensed for 
sale in Canada and is no longer avail- 
able in the United States. The drug is 
manufactured in Europe by the Swiss- 
based pharmaceutical company 
Hoffman-La Roche and is in about 
60 countries to treat severe insomnia 
or is used as a pre-surgery sedative. 
In small doses, the drug gives a eu- 
phoric, drunken feeling, which peaks 
about two hours after taking the pill 
and lasts up to eight hours. It has been 
found that many people are taking 
the drug in order to feel drunk with- 
out feeling hung over the next morn- 
ing. In larger doses, however the ef- 
fects of the drug are unpredictable, 
when taken with alcohol, the effects 
could be even life threatening. On the 
streets, the small pill will cost any- 



thing from $2 to $10 -definitely a 
cheap drunk. 

More and more, this drug is 
being found on university campuses 
across the country, as close to home 
as Lakehead University in Thunder 
Bay, Ontario. Thus far there have 
been no reported incidents of 
Rohypnol on the Laurentian campus, 
however it is likely that the drug has 
already been introduced into the 
Sudbury community. 

The implications of 
Rohypnol on university campuses is 
astounding for women. Si nee the drug 
is tasteless, the pill can be easily 
slipped into an unattended drink. By 
erasing memory and causing the per- 
son to black out, the victim is ren- 
dered helpless and often the target of 
rape. Victims are often embarrassed 
to report incidences involving 
Rohypnol because they feel it was 
their fault. If you are ever the target of 
this drug, don't be afraid to report it. 
Become aware and educate yourself.

**These students are wanting 
to see a resolution of the strike. Stu- 
dents are using it as their way to 
demonstrate against the strike," said 
Bains. 

Toews, however, says this in- 
terpretation of the occupation is de- 
liberately misleading. 

"The administration would 
prefer to have students appear neu- 
tral. That's completely wrong. The 
placards that are set up there and the 
information out there is very clear. 
We are in support of the teachers' 
demands," said Toews. 

"But if the administration can 
tell the media that we are simply 



protesting the strike, it serves their 
side, " 

'**frie committee is critical of 
Trent's student council, which de- 
cided to pressure both sides for a 
quick resolution of the strike, rather 
than support one side. 

"We haven't thrown our sup- 
port behind either side. But we all 
have the same basic goal — to get 
back to class as quickly as possible," 
said Matt Gallinger, president of the 
student council. 

The students say they will con- 
tinue to occupy the president's office 
until the administration starts to bar- 
gain in good faith and makes a rea- 
sonable offer.

1 care about my girlfriend a 
great deal. No, this isn't a sappy 
letter that I wrote to tell the Lambda 
staff or the entire University how 
wonderful she really is. In fact, I 
figure that maybe by prefacing this 
article with such a bold statement 
might make this article hit home to 
some of the people reading this, and 
we may see a little bit of action take 
place with regards to the campus se- 
curity and the Walk Home Service. 
My girlfriend Lise lives inone 
of the University's residences and 
attends night c lasses in the teacher's 
college. Normally, one of her best 
friends will give her a ride that short 
distance, not because she is lazy, but 
because it isn't safe for a female to 
walk alone at night, no matter how 
short the distance. I'm sure that most 
of you have heard stories of that girl 
down the hall or in one of your classes 
or a friend of a friend that had been 
attacked on campus at night. I know 
I have. My girlfriend is such a big 
part of my life, that it would kill me to 
see her get hurt simply because she 
was walking home from a class when 
some sicko ( for lack of a better word) 
decided to get his jollies by doing 
harm to a beautiful girl. 

On multiple occasions re- 
cently, Lise and one of her best 
friends, Chantal, have required the 
use of either security or the Walk 
Home serv ice to return from the teach- 
er 's college and/or the PhysEd. build- 
ing. On one evening, the Walk Home 
Service was called 5 times, with no 
one answering any of the calls. 
Chantal was forced to walk the dis- 
tance from the Phys Ed. building to 
the residences alone. Now, keep in 
mind that she is the very definition of 
petite, and would have very little 
chance against an attacker, especially 
one who catches her by surprise. If 
this were an isolated incident, then 
perhaps this may be getting blown 
out of proportion. However, this has 
happened on numerous, occasions. 
Most recently, on November 27, 
Chantal was at the Phys Ed. building 
after dark and, after being unable to 
raise the Walk H6fht Service on the 
telephone, and unable to located any- 
one from security, she walked home 
once again alone. 

On a weekly basis, Lise also 



has to endure returning from her night 
class in the Classroom Building out 
to the residences. For safety reasons, 
I won't say which residence she lives 
at, but to head to the UC res, SSR or 
MSR residence, there is also a dark, 
unlit path that must be traversed to 
arrive at the res. Also, to go from the 
Classroom building to either UofS, 
Huntington orThomloe, there is also 
a dark unlit path to be traveled. So, no 
matter which res anyone lives in, 
there is a stretch where a rapist could 
easily hide in order to harm a girl. I 
hear about Lise waiting outside the 
Great Hall for someone to walk by 
whom she knows is going to her 
residence, or she'll run full tilt along 
the path to get home, fearing that 
someone could possibly be there. 

There is also the issue of Jane 
Goodall. On the evening that Goodall 
came to Laurentian for a speaking 
engagement, security was unable to 
provide an escort for Chantal to go to 
the Phys Ed. building, as they thought 
it was more important to ensure avail- 
able parking for people to see Goodall, 
rather than the students, the people 
who ultimately provide for their fund- 
ing through our tuition money, are 
safe on the grounds that they are 
supposed to monitor. It is times like 
this that the priorities of the campus 
security should be brought into ques- 
tion. 

The Walk-Home Service is 
unavailable until after 7 pm, and so 
students are unable to make use of 
this service when heading to their 
night classes, which isn't all that safe, 
considering that these days, it is dark 
not long after 5 pm. When the Walk- 
Home Service is actually made avail- 
able, it is only after classes and not 
before. Who is to say that a potential 
rapist will attack only late at night? 
Why not as soon as it becomes dark? 
Shouldn't the University have a little 
more common sense when it comes 
to the issue of safety on campus? 

If I lived on campus, I would 
walk down myself just to ensure her 
safe return back to her dorm. How- 
ever, I don't, so I have to hear about 
these stories first hand from scared 
females who need to put a little piece 
of faith in people who are unable to 
pull through for them.

As 
well, it was very unprofessional of 
him to include the name of Eastside 
Mario's in his article, bearing in mind 
that he did not know all the facts.

Last weekend the Ontario Lib- 
erals had their Leadership Conven- 
tion in Toronto and elected their new 
leader. Dalton McGuinty was chosen 
by the almost 2500 delegates and let 
me tell you this wasn't their best 
choice. Out of all the 7 candidates, 
McGuinty is the most right- winged 
of the lot. 

One good example of 
McGuinty 's leaning to the right is the 
introduction of a bill in the Ontario 
Legislature to take away bargaining 
power during teacher strikes. The 
first thing McGuinty told the media 
after he was elected leader was: **rm 
not a right-winger.'' Yeah right 
Dalton! He is a Liberal of the 90's. A 
true supporter of the federal party 
mandate. This is trend found in many 
other places like the Democrats in the 
U.S. The federal Liberal's are simply 
continuing the work done by the 
Mulroney Tories a few years ago.

Fiscal responsibil- 
ity means that a single mother can't 
feed her children or the poor will 
never receive justice. We are finally 
seeing the effects of the Harris Com- 
mon Sense Revolution and I believe 
McGuinty will have to change his 



tune come election time. 

He is not a supporter of what 
the Tories are doing but wishes to do 
the same at a slower and gentler pace. 
What good will that do? The means 
does not justify the end. The real 
problem with the Liberal party in 
Ontario is the split the convention 
has created. I overheard some former 
Dwight Duncan supporters saying he 
will never get support again because 
he went to Gerard Kennedy after the 
fourth ballot. It was a battle of two 
sides. Many people saw it was a bat- 
tle between the more left-winged 
Kennedy camp and the more right- 
winged McGuinty camp. This is al- 
ways a problem when you have a 
party that doesn't really stand for 
anything. The Liberal party has never 
come up with an idea of their own. A 
Liberal friend of mine once told peo- 
ple that the Liberals take the best 
from all sides. I don't believe a party 
can say they are going to take a bit 
from the right and a bit from the left 
and leave it that.

tion budget had been considerably 
enhanced to allow the purchase of 
material to support specialized fac- 
ulty research. Now that a shrinking 
library budget has caused the collec- 
tion to be refocused on the needs of 
undergraduates, it is possible that the 
library's loan policy may also need 
some adjustment to ensure its con- 
sistency with the policy on collection 
development. 

Policy changes are initiated 
by the Senate Library Committee, 
and if you feel strongly enough about 
inequitable loan rates, then the Ami- 
able Librarian would counsel you to 
approach your rep on the new Ac- 
cess Policy Committee chaired by 
Dr. Alan Shandro. 

Question: It is time to change or 
modify the photocopying contract 
service. Today, four of the six ma- 
chines on the main floor were either 
out of service or without paper. The 
only word to describe the photo- 
copying service at Laurentian is PA- 
THETIC, P.S. Why does the teach- 
ers* college get a machine that only 
changes 60 a copy instead of your 

100. 

Answer The Amiable Librarian 
hates to refer constantly to staff cut- 
backs, but as has been noted in other 
columns, last year the library took 
the hardest hit of all academic units. 



The most dramatic result of these 
cuts has been reduced library hours; 
but a second result is that, this year 
the library has had to convert the 
servicing of photocopiers (and 
microform machines) from being 
done on a full-time basis to part-time. 

As to the cost of photocopying, yes 
the library may be more expensive 
than other units on campus, but it also 
happens to be cheaper than the 
Cambrian College Library (150) not 
to mention the Sudbury Public Li- 
brary (250). Do you know that at 
Cambrian the librarian occasionally 
gets requests to drop photocopy 
charges "so they will be the same as 
Laurentian 's" ? 

The library's charge has been frozen 
for several years now, even in the 
face of the rising costs of paper, toner 
and external service contracts. It is 
also important for you to know that 
any surplus realized in the photocopy 
account is redirected to replace older 
photocopiers. Result: When ma- 
chines are up and running, most folks 
are satisfied with the quality of the 
photocopies they pay for. 

One other thought, the library *s pho- 
tocopiers are available 74 hours a 
week, more than at most other loca- 
tions on campus, and even when one 
or two are not operating, others are 
still available. Can that be said of 
machines elsewhere?

Ontario/Rhone-Alpes Exchange Programme 1997-1998 

This year again, some 40 students from Ontario Universities will be selected for the Ontario/Rhone-Alpes Exchange 
programme. They will spend their academic year in a university in the Rhones-Alpes region of eastern France. 
Under the terms of this programme, participants can arrange for credits obtainde in France to be applied to their 
academic programme here at Laurentian. 

Students participating in this programme register and pay their regular fees at Laurentian. A bursary of $1200 is 
offered to all participants to assist with the costs of travel, health insurance, and student activity fees. There are no 
tuition fees in France. We are advised by the French Embassy that students should budget $900 per month to cover 
living costs. Students participating in this programme are eligible for OSAP,OGS, and SSHRC support.. 
Candidates must be Canadian citizens or landed immigrants. The programme is open to students in all disciplines 
who have at least a B average and are enrolled in an undergraduate (2nd year at least), or graduate programme; they 
must register for full-times studies ai the university in France. Competence in French appropriate to the individual 
discipline is required. In Humanities and Social Sciences this would indicate atleast two years of French at the 
university level.

Warning: This play is for 
anyone with imagination enough to 
enjoy a wonderfully. "Grotesque**, 
theatre experience, and not for those 
easily frightened by art. 

This year I wanted to put a 
little bit of spice into the theatre re- 
view. I was getting tired of reading 
the same types of reviews over and 
over. I wanted to read one (no, actu- 
ally, I wanted to write one) with 
maybe a., different approach. So, out 
of sheer curiosity, I went to see the 
Tempest twice; the first time was on 
Opening night and the second was on 
Closing. I wanted to see what the 
differences would be between a small 
crowd widi eager actors and a bigger 
crowd with perhaps indifferent ac- 
tors. 

Opening night was phenom- 
enal. Not even the disappointing 
turn-out slowed them down. The 
show was fantastic. Without even 
realizing it, I found myself being 
whisked into a worid that you only 
ever see in fairy tales. I remember 
having stories read to me as a child, 
and I remember letting my imagina- 
tion paint pictures in my mind. The 
Tempest brought these pictures to 
life. I don*t want to sit here and retell 
the entire play, but Til tell ya, if you 
missed it.. .sorry. 

I would never say that Fm 
very cultured in the Theatre, but of all 
the plays I have ever seen, this one 
stands alone and opens a whole new 
category. With the house lights on 
and me cut off in mid-conversation, 
out a of the comer of my eye, I spied 
a sorceress crawling along the ground 
at the front of the stage. The music 
and her movements seemed to be 
one. As she slithered and cackled, 
action in the background began. As 
the lights slowly dimmed and the fog 
billowed out from under the curtain, 
a grinning face popped out in be- 
tween the curtains. With a spreading 
of his arms, the stage and all its con- 
tents were revealed. 

I couldn't believe the lack 
of a set. When I first saw it, I thought, 
"okay**. But when I saw how it was 
used, I was impressed. Anything 



more on that stage would have been 
to overbearing because their were so 
many actors on the stage most of the 
time. Always something to be watch- 
ing some, frozen frame to be inspect- 
ing. Why would more be needed? 
The most intriguing part of the set 
was the rain machine. Behind the 
action, rain fell from underneath the 
platform lite only by a red light. That's 
something I wasn't expecting. 

Some very memorable per- 
formances were... well... all of them. I 
mean F m in a theatre class now where 
we had to perform tableau. That shit 
is hard. Did you see how long 
Ferdinand and Miranda (played by 
Jody Hewston and Kathy Jones re- 
spectively) had to sit there and stare 
at each other. How did you not laugh? 
Thumbs up to you. 

I must say I rather enjoyed 
the performances of, Prospero (who 
couldn't) Caliban, and Miranda (Alan 
Godin, Jerimiah Tamburini, and 
Kathy Jones). I liked how Prosporo 
could stay in the scene, somewhere in 
the background, and if your attention 
happened to drift to him, he was 
watching the relationship of his 
daughterand Ferdinand blossom. His 
facial expressions were great. Al- 
ways depicting something with body 
language. On the subject of facial 
expression, did you count how many 
different ones Gonzala (Theresa 
Skrobutan) had. She held that one 
face for so long and she didn ' t change 
it either night. Caliban, what can I 
say? What an exhausting perform- 
ance, and I mean simply watching 
him. This was another actor who 
kept up that high intensity for the 
entire running. Although, with his 
humping of Stephano's leg and his 
little "Trinculo must die** add lib, he 
seemed to be a bit funnier on closing 
night. 

I also enjoyed the perform- 
ances of Antonio, and Sebastian 
(Anthony Briand and Angela, sorry I 
didn't see your name in the pam- 
phlet). I enjoyed their snotty remarks 
and the underlying messages. And I 
can't forget to mention the spirits. 
Were they comic relief or what? In 
the opening, when they are bringing 
in the rocks and trees... I was killing 
myself. The two Reapers (Judd 
Ballandies and Jeff Cymbalski) were 
perfect. Especially When Reaper 1 
(Judd) had to come out behind Ceres 
(Amy Nichol) and* follow her to the 



front of the stage. With his little 
giggles and arm gestures, he was 
hilarious. 

My only beef would have to 
be the scene stealing, and I don't 
mean this in a good way. On certain 
occasions, an action that was vital to 
the progression of the play was hin- 
dered by one very eager and over- 
bearing performer. The scene in ques- 
tion is when Caliban and Stephano 
are ruefully plotting the murder of 
Prospero. In this scene the character 
in question is so "blown up" that she 
steals the audiences attention. This is 
not a good thing. The first time I 
watched it I was unaware of the main 
action and I felt as thought' 1 missed 
something, which I did. The second 
time, it took everything I had to keep 
my attention on the two main charac- 
ters, and this annoyed me because I 
felt that this shouldn't be the case. If 
your in the scene, fine be there, but 
work widi your stage mates and not 
against them! Take notes from 
Prosporo. 

I think the differences that 
were very noticeable between Open- 
ing and closing night was the level of 
intensity. Don't get me wrong Fm 
not saying that even the best actor 
could keep up that energy for that 
long, but their was a noticeable de- 
cline in the energy level. Some 
"screamers" went from high pitch to 
low key. This may have been inevi- 
table but, this play lent itself to "over 
acting" and therefor it was a bit hin- 
dered by that fact. In the opening, all 
Mariners could be heard over the 
storm. On closing knight, I could 
only hear two and the final "Boat- 
swain" was lost amid the laughing of 
the spirits. 

I guess what Fm trying to 
say is for those who did keep up the 
energy (Prosporo, Caliban, Ariel) I 
applaud you. Besides that not much 
changed. Well there was the odd 
movements and the noticeable laughs 
but it seemed to add to the play as 
opposed to taking anything away from 
it. 

All in all I would have to say 
that this play is definitely a 9/10. 
Performed beautifully with brilliant 
actors who used small and effective 
methods to portray a world of fan- 
tasy, where any thing is possible. 
Bravo and thumbs up to you all. You 
deserved a standing ovation.

This 
latest David Cronenberg creation has 
obviously intrigued many because 
the place was full.

Testimony to the self-destruction of 
the characters is the final scene after 
Spader's character drives his girl- 
friend off the road and tells her: "Next 
time will be better" as he makes love 
to her beside the wrecked car. The 
sexual turn on of a car crash becomes 
an obsession for the characters much 
like a drug addict who believes his 
next fix will be better. 

The awards Cronenberg re- 
ceived for Crash are well-deserved. 
What he doesn't deserve is being 
banned in places like Britain after he 
refused to censure specific scenes. I 
read somewhere that artistry in a film 
should not be based on its contents 
but rather on what you take away 
from it. Cronenberg has fiirted with 
the idea of the relation between man 
and technology but Crash is his great- 
est achievement in this field. 

What I liked the most in this 
film is the suttleness of the various 
sex scenes. They are not at all gro- 
tesque and could not be compared to 
pornography. The two homosexual 
scenes (one featuring two men and 
the other two women) were com- 
pletely within the context of the 
movie. They were done in such a way 
that they were not at all repulsive to a 
straight white male.

Now that baseball finally has a labor agreement in 
place, there are still questions to be answered. The 
owners have long stressed the need for some kind of 
drag on players' salaries in order for the so-called 
"small-market franchises" to continue doing business.

Some small-market teams are losing more than 
$10 million a year, but the revenue sharing plan will 
only give them half of that a year. The 1 3 most profitable 
teams are taxed on net income, which will put approxi- 
mately $70 million in the pool. The most an individual 
will retrieve, retroactively, for this year is about $5.5 
million. It is a little late for the Pirates, who have 
dumped their top players recently. 

One of the perks that the players get out of the deal 
is an increase in the Major League minimum salary. 
Now the minimum salary is $150,000 (pocket change). 
Meanwhile, at least 1 2 teams are raising their prices at 
the gate. Don't you feel lucky that the team is worried 
about us, the fans?

But it*s 
hard to do anything when there's a 
constant parade to the penalty box." 

Admittedly, the quality of the 
officiating in Sunday's game left 
much to be desired. But frequently, 
the Vees were their own worst en- 
emy, allowing themselves to be 
goaded by Windsor players into tak- 
ing ridiculous retaliatory penalties. 



This resulted in a second period come- 
back of sorts by the Lancers, as they 
scored two power play goals. 

This resurgence was short 
lived, however, for in the third pe- 
riod, the Vees regained some of their 
lost composure, potted two power 
play markers of their own, and salted 
away a victory. 

This situation is indicative of 
the problems facing the hockey Vees 
at the moment.

Volleyball Vees Lose to Queen's

On Saturday November 30, 
the Laurentian Voyageurs men's vol- 
leyball team lost to the Queen's 
Golden Gaels. Vees' head coach Kit 
Lefroy was not disappointed by the 
loss.

In game one, it was the Vees 
who scored the first point, but that 
was quickly answered by Queen's. 
When Laurentian scored again off a 
serve by Jonathan Hogg, Queen's 
already had 8 points. But those eight 
points were hard fought. Most of 
Queen's points were scored one at a 
time with numerous side outs occur- 
ring in between. The Vees' defense 
was very strong. Queens slowly 
pulled ahead to 13-3 and it looked 
like Laurentian had already lost the 
first game.

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SGA Controversy 



In regards to ihc recent contro- 
versy immuring the SGA and its appoint- 
ment o{ Vice-President Culture, several 
cultural groups believe the issue has been 
obfuscated and misconstrued. For this 
reason, 1 tecl the necessity to clarify and 
elucidate the issue as perceived as an 
SGA Board member and cultural group 
emissary. I realize people have been 
incensed by the issue and feel despond- 
ency tor those hurt. 1 also would like to 
make manifest that the issue is not one of 
race, but lack of experience, and lack of 
empathy. 

When two of the largest cultural 
groups, LUACSA and the NSA, with a 
combined membership exceeding five 
hundred students, are hurt with the ap- 
pointment of a person supposed to repre- 
sent them, there is a crisis to be addressed, 
and it should be done in a constructive 



manner. This has yet to be seen. 

It would be my perception thai 
amidst such acrisis, a mutual truce should 
be attained before proceeding under such 
contentious circumstances, because the 
consequences would only be fruitless and 
defeating. This has been the case, and 
'student disharmony', as the Sudbury Star 
insinuated, was the result. The cultural 
groups affected have authentic concerns, 
and some of the essential questions being 
outlined are ( 1 ) why cultural groups were 
not informed of the development of the 
position especially since they are the ones 
the position was primarily intended for, 
(2) why nominations were not provided 
for in the office at all times (as stated in 
the SGA constitution, sec. 1 8.20), which 
affected candidates running for the posi- 
tion, (3) why a candidate was ratified 
with less than a 2/3 majority vote when 



the SGA constitution (sec. 18.54, IV,V) 
requires a 2/3 majority vote, (4) why the 
President and Vice-Presidents of the SGA 
were empowered to vote for a position 
equivalent to theirs insinuating a conflict 
of interest, (50 why several executive 
members including Vice-Presidents, who 
presumably should be impartial, were 
permitted to publicly advocate their can- 
didate, thus influencing the voting proc- 
ess, (6) why ballot papers for the votes 
were destroyed, before the losing candi- 
dates were allowed to validate the results, 
and this procedure is not stated in the 
SGA constitution, and (7) why a candi- 
date with apparent subordinate experi- 
ence and credentials was voted in for the 
position. It is my hope that the SGA and 
its board members reconcile and appease 
this calamity by approaching the predica- 
ment with a sense of empathy, discern- 
ment, cognizance and tolerance.

There have been several is- 
sues raised over the past month in 
regard to the position of Vice-Presi- 
dent Cultural Affairs. We at the SGA 
would like to respond to some of the 
allegations that have been raised. First 
of all, the individual involved has 
resigned because of the controversy 
surrounding the election, as well as 
the fact that the groups involved were 
not willing to work with the indi- 
vidual. This was the first step in 
resolving this issue in a 'construc- 
tive* manner. We have fully ac- 
knowledged, both at the Board level, 
as well as publicly in the Sudbury 
Star that there are problems with both 
the position and the process by which 
it is elected. However, we believed 
that we were working with the groups 
involved towards a resolution of the 
matter, if this is not the case, it would 
have prudent on the part of LUACSA 
and International Students to have 
informed us that our efforts thus far 
have not been sufficient. 

It was our hope that by work- 
ing with the groups at both the Con- 
stitutional and Executive level, we 
could have resolved the issue in a 
mature and professional manner with- 
out public acrimony. The nomina- 



tions forms were not available for a 
very short period of time, and the 
individuals inquiring about the forms 
ensured the attendant at the desk that 
this was satisfactory. Once again if 
there were concerns they should have 
been raised at the time. It should also 
be mentioned that this issue was ad- 
dressed at the board level, and the 
Board was in consensus that it was 
handled appropriately. 

Our constitution, as per Sec- 
tion 1 8.54 (4) stipulates a 2/3 major- 
ity vote is needed for ratification for 
the VP Finance ONLY. The SGA 
Board follows Roberts Rules, for ALL 
proceedings, and the rules stipulate 
that a 50% -t-1 majority is sufficient, 
unless otherwise stated. We invite 
any interested parties to come and 
view both our constitution as well as 
Roberts Rules if they have any fur- 
ther concerns. 

There were concerns raised 
about the voting privileges for the 
President and the Vice-Presidents, as 
well as the fact that some Executive 
members voiced an opinion about the 
candidates. It would be a rather rare 
occurrence for a President or Execu- 
tive of any board not to voice an 
opinion or cast a vote in the best 



interest of their organization. Would 
Students and Administrators expect 
Ross Paul not to have a vote on Sen- 
ate as the President of the Univer- 
sity? The Executive made it very 
clear that they were more than will- 
ing to work with whichever candi- 
date was declared the winner. There 
was a motion after the election to 
destroy the ballots, which is a stand- 
ard procedure, and it passed over- 
whelmingly. The elections commit- 
tee, comprised of five non-Executive 
members of the Board, oversaw the 
election, and all five are convinced 
that the procedures were followed 
without exception. 

The person voted into the po- 
sition may have been subordinate in 
some people's opinion, however, they 
were the majority winner of the SGA 
Board. However, the discussion 
about the candidate should have been 
put to rest with her resignation. 

We wonder why the issue is 
still being rehashed, when we are 
trying to move forward and look to- 
wards future harmony and unity 
among students of Laurentian. We 
ask that if people have concerns or 
questions, to please come and see us.

Sell Out? 
More Like Reality

Remi Gunn*s editorial last week brought to light a couple of opinions 
that are, no doubt, shared by many. However, when examining these issues, 
one must look past the immediate emotional response and look deeper into 
the situation. 

Let's begin with the NFL. There were references to whether the 
"glitter and glitz of American TV make pro sports more exciting?" What is 
more exciting is the fact that these are better athletes. Any football fan who 
knows the game would rather see Barry Sanders, Jerry Rice and others play 
before any of the players in the CFL. It wouldn't matter what rules they were 
playing under, either. Athletes are athletes. They are the product, and fans 
want to see the best. 

The immediate response to that is, "well, there's more money in the 
NFL." I won't dispute that. But go back 50 years, to when the money was 
similar, and you find the best athletes still went to the NFL. The CFL is a good 
game in and of itself, but when forced to choose, fans want to see the best 
athletes. It has nothing to do with the best propaganda. Anyone who watches 
a CFL telecast hears announcers trying to hype up the CFL much more than 
you'll ever hear on an NFL telecast. You tell me where 's the propaganda? 
Another quote that struck me was "These fans have been sucked into 
the cult of the Dallas Cowboys." Being a diehard University of Michigan fan, 
I can relate somewhat to that comment. There is nothing that upsets me more 
than someone wearing apparel and calling themselves a Michigan fan 
t)ecause it might be the thing to do, but they have no idea that Michigan beat 
their arch-rival Ohio State a couple of weeks ago. A fan should at least know 
that. In that sense, this quote has some merit. But I digress. Most of the fans 
are not "cult" members, in the way that was insinuated. 

The underlying message in the column is, since the NFL is not 
Canadian, there is something wrong with liking it. Let's stretch that further. 
No Canadian is allowed to like the Beatles, Mercedes-Benz and anything not 
Canadian.

With the ridiculous expansion that is taking place, there are fewer 
stars to go to more teams. That is going to drive die price of those stars 
up. Before anyone says the words "salary cap," ask yourself who puts 
fans in the seats? The owners? No. That is why the player gets paid what 
he's worth. What someone is willing to pay is what he is worth. What 
someone is willing to pay him is what he is worth. And a player like Joe 
Sakic is not going to get paid what he's worth in Winnipeg. So he goes 
elsewhere. 

There is also the fact that it is not only die teams that make up the 
Canadian portion, it is also the players. 60% of the players are Canadian. 
I find it hard to believe that Canadians making their living playing the 
game, whether in the States or Canada, are doing an "injustice to 
Canada's game." I would contend that the game is still very Canadian. 
Overall, I resent the fact that Remi Gunn thinks that just because a 
person doesn't cheer for a team he thinks we should cheer for, he/she 
is selling out. There is nothing that says these cities are guaranteed 
teams and fans have to cheer for those teams. The beauty of the free 
market is that people make their own choices and the best products are 
the ones that survive. 

A team owner cannot put the best possible product on the field being 
situated in Winnipeg. I know revenue sharing is the first thing that pops 
into people 's minds, but that just makes the situation worse. Teams lose 
their incentive to improve if they know they're getting a certain cut of 
the money. Anyone who doesn't believe me, examine how my Lions do 
year in and year out with a worid of talent. There is revenue sharing in 
the NFL, and the Lions are one of the **victims" of it. 

The column was a thinly masqueraded cry for sports to return to the 
good old days. The fact is sports are entertainment, not an entitlement. 
When one can reconcile themselves to that fact, he/she will be able to 
enjoy the games that much sooner.
